The last of the De- 
troit soft tops is being built by 
Cadillac. 


Just 14.000 of the convertibles 


will roil off the line for the Cadi!-, 
lac Division of the General Motors 
Corp. this year, and then there 
will be no more. 


Eddie Farrelt. new car sales 


manager for Mack Cadillac of 
Mount Prospect, said he has re- 
ceived calls from as far away as 
Florida asking about the avail- 
ability of the Eldorado model con- 
vertible. 


THE SAME IS true at Bierk Ca- 


dillac Ltd.. Schaumburg, where 
the Inquiries are coming from 
"all over," according to salesman 
Ben Cook. 


It Isn't that convertibles aren't 


selling in Chicago's less favorable 
climate, either. People want to 
have a personal portion of an era 
that Is ending. 


"We're selling all we've got- 


ten." Farrell said. 


Likewise in Schaumburg, where 


Cook reported the status was "all 
sold out" of the 35 Bierk was al- 
lotted (or 1076. 


The buyers aren't quibbling 


about the price either. The time- 
honored haggling about the win- 
dow sticker isn't happening with 
the convertibles. "It's selling at 
the window price," Farrell said. 
"And people are aware of it. 


"Nobody haggles about 
the 


price of a Cadillac. We're talking 
about a prestige automobile," 
Cook said. 


THE PRICE TAG for the con-

Ford counting to win in Nebraska

Ronald Reagan sought to run his 


string of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination. 


And Idaho's Frank Church makes 


his debut Tuesday in Nebraska as a 
western states candidate for the 
Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic and Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of un- 
committeds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out front among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. He is follow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted Demo- 
cratic delegates and about 200 pledged 
to other candidates. 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs in Ne- 
braska, -a conservative farm belt 
state, and border state West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comfortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


space of four days, leaving Ford's 
campaign reeling. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 


Monday Ford was "optimislic" and 
"thinks it will be a close light," but 
repeated that the President expects to 
win at Ihe convention 


The two Republican contenders con- 


centrated on the Nebraska primary. 
In the past 20 years, every GOP can- 
didate who has taken the Cornhusker 
primary has gone on to win the Re- 
publican nomination. 


They virtually ignored West Vir- 


ginia. Ford has not been in the stale 
since last fall and Reagan limited 
himself to a 20-hour visit last week. 


But Ford and Reagan were also 


looking ahead to the Michigan prima- 
ry, May J8, which many GOP observ- 
ers now consider the pivotal primary 
and one that the President has to win. 


MOVING INTO Nebraska last week, 
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team," said Meyer, who took his De-

Many consumers are tricked into 


buying funeral services not required 
by law, said U.S. Rep. Ralph Metcalf, 
D-Chicago, 1st, in leading off testi- 
mony at Federal Trade Commission 
funeral industry regulation hearings 
Monday. 


Metcalf and other supporters of the 


FTC's proposed funeral price dis- 
closure rule were joined by funeral in- 
dustry spokesmen critical of the 
guidelines. 


The hearings will continue daily 


through May 21 at 230 S. Dearborn 
St., starting at 9 a.m. Under the 
FTC's proposed regulations, consumer 
information on itemized funeral costs 


would be made readily available. Cer- 
tain unfair and deceptive practices, 
such as embalming without per- 
mission would be banned, and com- 
petition including price advertising 
would be encouraged in the $2 billion- 
a-year industry. 


MANY CONSUMERS are ignorant 


of state requirements and costs for fu- 
neral services, Metcalf said. He esti- 
mates a funeral service bill is second 
only to home and auto family ex- 
penses. 


Bereaved buyers "all too often are 


exploited unmercifully," Metcalf said.

Group charges state balk 
on sex discrimination ban

A complaint has been filed with the 


federal government charging that the 
State of Illinois is not in compliance 
with federal laws barring sex dis- 
crimination in education. 


The Project on Equal Education 


Rights (PEER) filed the complaint 
with the civil rights office of the Dept. 
of Health, Education and Welfare. 
The complaint charges that Illinois 
and 40 other states have not complied 
with Title IX provisions, which prohi- 
bit the sex discrimination in schools. 


Julia Dempsey, legal advisor for the 


Illinois State Board' of Education, said 
PEER has "jumped the gun" as far 
as Illinois is concerned. 


"I AM AT A TOTAL loss as to why 


they (PEER) can-say we are in viola- 
tion of the law," Dempsey said Mon- 
day. "We have a task force that has 
been working since November on the 
self-evaluation document which will 
put us in total compliance with Title 
IX. The document is not due until 
July, and we are sure to be finished 
by then," she said. 


PEER filed complaints against 41 


state education agencies when a tele- 
phone 
survey 
of state education 


agencies conducted by the group in 
March and April showed that most 
states have neglected to take several 
initial steps to comply with the Title 
I X 
1072 educational amendment, 


which guarantees equality of the 
sexes in schools and colleges. Title IX 
also applies to agencies responsible 
for public education in each slate. 


Failure to comply wilh Title IX 


regulations can result in a loss of fed- 
eral educational aid. 


The PEER complaint for Illinois 


charges that the slate has not yet be- 
gun to review its policies and prac- 
tices for Title IX violations. 


LYNDA WESTON, PEER spokes- 


woman in Washington, D.C., Monday 
said that during the survey, PEER 
found that some state educational 
agencies had not started to develop 
plans to comply with Title IX regu- 
lations. 


Other states — including Illinois — 


had begun their work, but PEER was 
concerned that many states would not 
meet the July deadline for Title IX 
compliance, she said. 


Lou Mathis, public information offi- 


cer for the Office of Civil Rights in 
Washington, D.C., said Monday that 
the 10 regional civil rights offices will 
investigate PEER complaints, but be- 
cause of a complaint backlog, he 
could not say when the investigations 
would begin.

formation, said Louis McDonald of 
Peoria, speaking on behalf of the Na- 
tional Assn. of Retired Persons and 
the National Retired Teachers Assn.

Some morticians misrepresent the 


need for caskets when there is crema- 
tion and fail to mention less expensive 
caskets, he said. 


DAVID BERGER, a Wisconsin state 


senator, called for disclosure of all fu- 
neral costs to consumers. Some funer- 
al directors show low-priced caskets 
in an unattractive manner, he said. 


Funeral directors should not be re- 


quired to offer an itemized list of all 
prices to all consumers, said Robert 
Ninker, executive director of the Illi- 
nois Funeral Directors Assn. 


"We don't think conditional rules 


and laws . . . should be imposed on 
anyone, especially funeral directors," 
he said. 


A wide range of services is avail- 


able, Ninker said. He added consumer 
education is provided by the industry. 


"Hearsay, second-and third-hand in- 


formation" are the basis for the FTC 
funeral industry rule, said James 
Ryan of Arlington Heights. He is 
counsel for the Funeral Directors Ser- 
vices Assn. of Greater Chicago and is 
Arlington Heights village president. 


"I SEE NO ABUSE that exists in 


the funeral industry in my commu- 
nity," said Chicago Aid. Alexander 
Adduci. He said there is no need for 
added industry regulation. 


The FTC investigation of the funeral 


i n d u s t r y is not objective, said 
Thomas Clark, legal counsel for the 
National Funeral Directors Assn. Dur- 
ing opening remarks, Clark said the 
price disclosure rule would hurt con- 
sumers. 


Consumers from Illinois and other 


states, funeral directors, clergymen 
and memorial societies are among ad- 
ditional witnesses slated to testify in 
the FTC Chicago hearings. Chicago is 
the second of six funeral industry 
regulation hearing sites. 


LUNDING SAID the board has nev- 


er been confronted with a similar situ- 
ation. 


The coalition's effort was the first 


successful campaign to collect enough 
signatures to force an initiative refer- 
endum to amend the Illinois Con- 
stitution since the new constitution 
was approved in 1970. 


The four-member elections board 


spent over an hour Monday attempt- 
ing to decide how it should develop a 
procedure to begin examining the pe- 
tition.

U.S. Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
was the latest of several setbacks tor 
Ray in his seven-year attempt to have 
the controversial guilty plea tossed 
out. 


Ray. '111. serving a 99-year sentence 


at tlie Tennessee State Prison in 
Nashville where he works in the pris- 


on laundry, will now take his case to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Ray pleaded guilty to First degree 


murder w March 10, I96D, and the 
case never went to trial. But imme- 
diately after entering the plea, Ray 
began trying to gel it changed, con- 
tending that attorneys more inter- 
ested in money than his fate had 
talked him into pleading guilty. 


Ray's two-pronged appeal Monday 


alleged that the plea to the late Judge 
Preston Battle was not "voluntary" 
and that he did not have "effective" 


lawyers in Percy Foreman and Ar- 
thur Ilanes. The three-judge appellate 
court rejected both arguments. 


"The plea was entered voluntarily 


and knowingly," the judges said of 
the plea bargaining arrangement that 
guaranteed Ray would not receive the 
death sentence. 


As for Ray's contention he did not 


have

lawyers 
because 


Maries and Foreman were involved in 
financial, contracts with author Wil-

James H. Lcsar, one of Ray's new 


attorneys, fruitlessly argued that Ray 
was "coerced" by Foreman into 


pleading guilty and termed it "only a 
technical plea of guilty." 


"The 1'acl is Ray wanted a trial, 


but was afraid Foreman was going to 
throw a trial," said Lesar. "As Ray 
saw it (in pleading guilty) he took the 
only alternative route he had. He was 
taking steps to attack his plea even 
before he entered it." 


But, countered William J. Haynes, 


Jr., of the Tcnnesses attorney gener- 
al's office, "If Foreman was to save 
his client's life, it required a guilty 
plea."

A report will be released 
sometime soon and the staff is now 
following some new leads."

Church is campaigning in Nebraska 


as a Democratic presidential candi- 
date. The mandate for the committee 
he chaired for more than 18 months to 
investigate U.S. intelligence agencies 
expires May 31. 


The Warren commission chaired by 


the late Chief Justice Earl Warren 
concluded that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was solely responsible for the fatal 
shooting of Kennedy Nov. 22, 1963 in 
Dallas. 


The Senate committee investigated 


only alleged CIA assassination plots 
involving foreign leaders but in the 
course of its enquiries collected colla- 
teral information on Kennedy. 


At one point in its report on assassi- 


nations released last November, the 
committee said the CIA was trying to 
set up the murder of Cuban leader Fi- 
del Castro the day Kennedy was as- 
sassinated. 


Reports have persistently tried to 


link U.S. actions against Castro and 
Cuba with Kennedy's killing.

Security agency eavesdropping cited 


The National Security Agency, the most secretive and reportedly 


the largest ol all U.S. intelligence groups, until 1975 intercepted and 
distributed private international communications of millions of 
Americans, a Senate staff report said Monday. Telephone, lelc- 
j'raphic and Telex communications were intercepted over a 23-year 
period without warrants or without any legal or judicial decisions, 
the 30-page report said. The report was one of a series from the 
staff of the Senate Intelligence committee which has been in- 
vestigating U.S. intelligence agencies for more than a year. 


In another report. Senate investigators said the FBI knew some 


''no break-ins it committed against domestic groups were "clearly 
illegal" and therefore never sought outside authorization. The ex- 
tent and total number of the break-ins may never be known since 
no one outside the FBI was ever told of them and all records were 
destroyed.

Fit/simmons said some 80 per 
cent of the 400,000 eligible members voled to ratify the contract in a 
mail referendum completed during the weekend under supervision 
bv the Labor Department. The vote came as a blow to Teamster 
dissidents W'ho had been advocating rejection of the contract.

Quake survivors 
face danger of 
snakes and heat 


UDINE, Italy (UPU - Rain, heat 


and the danger ol poisonous snakes 
Monday confronted earthquake survi- 
vors in Italy's makeshift tent cities. 
Authorities said the death toll from 
last week's quake could climb well 
above 1.000. 


Spokesmen for the Udine Prefecture 


said the local government's unofficial 
count showed 914 persons known dead 
and 400 missing. Police said 815 bod- 
ies had been recovered from the ruins 
of 24 devastated northeast towns and 
villages. 


Authorities said searchers would 


need several days more to comb 
through the wreckage of several iso- 
lated villages. 


"When we first spoke of 1,000 dead, 


it was what we feared." said Udine 
Prefecture spokesman Natale Labia. 
"Now we are almost there and we 
fear it will be even worse.'1 


Officials said about 1.300 persons- 


were injured in Thursday's 
earth- 


quake, the nation's worst in 61 years. 
At least 62.000 were left homeless, and 
most of them are now being sheltered 
in "tent cities" near destroyed com- 
munities. 


Health officials said the danger ot 


epidemics in the hot and humid region 
had subsided, but there were fears 
that poisonous snakes might be awak- 
ened from hibernation by the shaking 
ground and hot weather. 


A morning downpour cooled 
the 


area briefly but then the heat, which 
speeds the decomposition of human 
bodies and animal carcasses, i-eturn- 
ed. 


Two mild aftershocks jolted the re- 


gion Monday, but no serious damage 
or casualties were reported.

The death penalty is on the books in 


33 states, but (here Is not one fulltime 
American esecutioner. 


There hasn't been an execution in 


Ihe United Slates for nine years. And 
no one is likely to pull a switch or 
tighten a noose until the U.S. Supreme 
Court bunds down a new ruling on the 
constitutionality of the death penalty. 


But some people still want to be an 


executioner. 


Richard Anderson. Idaho state pris- 


on warden, said applicants for the job 
in his state are "mostly unemployed 
and in need of work . . . people 
who have looked everywhere."

Smith said there always are plenty 
of volunteers to serve on the firing 
squad. 


With no fulltime executioners on the 


payroll, either freelancers arc hired 
to do the job in one of four ways pre- 
scribed by slate laws — gas chamber, 
electric chair, the hanging gallows or 
firing squad — or the wardens do it 
themselves. 


In 1972, the U.S. Supreme Court 


ruled that capital punishment was 
"cruel and unusual" punishment but 
left open the chance for individual 
states to revive it on their books. 


The court is hearing the case again 


this spring, and will decide the fate of 
527 men and women across the nation, 
some of whom have been living for 
yeais in tiny cells just a short walk 
from the gas chamber or the electric 
chair. 


Texas never replaced its execution- 


er when he died in 1964. 


That "fine old gentleman" — as the

him — pulled the switch on "Old 
Smokey," the Texas electric chair, 
189 times in 20 years as assistant war- 
den of the Huntsville prison.

In Rhode Island death by lethal gas 


has been on the books for three years, 
but the state has no gas chanber.

witnesses testified Monday before a 
subcommittee considering Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker's proposal to revamp the 
state's criminal justice system. 


Three men associated with prison 


reform and an ex-convict expressed 
their doubts about the effectiveness of 
vocational rehabilitation programs in 
many of the nation's prisons in testi- 
mony before a subcommittee o.t' the 
House Judiciary Committee, chaired ' 
by Rep. Michael Getty, D-Dolton. 


"I don't think it is possible to reha- 


bilitate people in prison," said Alvin 
Bronstein, executive director of the 
National Prison Project of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. "Yes, I 
think we are 'warehousing' people,"' 
he added in response to a question by 
Getty. 


"I agree with a growing body of 


opinion that rehabilitation does not 
work," John Manson, commissioner 
with the Connecticut Dept. of Correc- 
tions, said. "We must change the en- 
•tire system rather than tinkering with 
the various parts of it." 


Willie Holder, an ex-convict said: 


"If I am rehabilitated, it's probably in 
spite of the system." 


Stephen Schiller, executive director 


of the Chicago Crime Commission, tes- 
tified that one-third of all persons sent 
to prison in the Chicago area will re- 
turn to prison after their release. He 
added that two-thirds of all current 
prisoners are on their second stay in a 
penal institution.

Two University of Chicago scientists 


have produced the first motion pic- 
tures of single atoms, the university 
announced Monday. 


The atoms, the tiny building blocks 


of all matter, jump around and inter- 
act in the film, according to the scion- 
lists Albert V. Crowe and Michael 
Isaacson. 


"We thought that the atoms might 


just sit there, but they try to interact 
with the carbon and with each other 
and move around quite a bit," Crewe 
said. "This peculiary activity shows 
up clearly in the film." 


In 11)70, Crewe became the first sci- 


entist to see a single atom viewed 
through a scanning electron micro- 
scope of is own design. The micro- 
scope of his own design. The micro- 
atoms placed on a specimen of carbon 
one-fifth of one-millionth of an inch 
thick. 


The microscope operates with a 


magnification of 10 million. 


The film shows a sequence of activi- 


ty 18 to 30 seconds long. This is re- 
peated to give viewers a better look.

Dist. 214 accepts teacher contract 


An agreement in teacher contract 


negotiations was accepted Monday by 
unanimous vote of the High School 
Dist. 214 Board of Education. 


Teachers, represented at the bar- 


gaining table by the Dist. 214 Educa- 
tion Assn., voted on the contract Fri- 
day, but the counting of the votes had 
been postponed until today. Teachers 
and the board must accept the agree- 
ment before it can take effect. If 
teachers reject the agreement, the 
contract goes back to the bargaining 
table. 


The two-year 
agreement, 
which 


would take effect, in August, calls for 
a' 7 per cent increase in base salary 
the first year, from $10,140 to $10,850. 
In the second year, the base pay 
would be raised equal to the per- 
centage increase in the cost of living 
hi the Chicago area during 1976. 


UNDER THE PACT, the teachers 


also receive an annual step raise for 
an additional year of experience. The 
amount of the raise varies at different 
points on the salary schedule. The av- 
erage step raise is now about 4 per 
cent, which would make the total pay 
raise for the average teacher about 11 
per cent next year. 


Other provisions in the proposed 


contract include: 


• An increase in medical coverage, 


including emergency room coverage 
and diagnostic, accident and matern- 
ity coverage. 


• Elimination of some non-academ- 


ic assignments of teachers. 


• A provision to freeze a teacher's 


salary if an evaluation shows his per- 
formance has been unsatisfactory. 


• An increase in extra duty pay, su- 


pervisor assignment pay and summer 
school pay. 


• The formation of a committee to 


recommend procedures for reducing 
staff as enrollment declines. The com- 
mittee would report to the board by 
Feb. 1,1977. 


• An early retirement incentive

Human services director

A human services coordinator to di-

of the village health department, will 
supervise existing social service pro- 
grams as well as develop others, ac- 
cording to the job description. 


A coordinator for senior citizens ac- 


tivities has been requested for two 
years by John W. Gianopulos. chair- 
man of the senior citizens commis- 
sion, but was rejected by the board 
until its recent approval. 


THIS YEAR THE request was mod- 


ified to include both seniors and youth 
council activities. It was approved by 
the board by a 5-3 margin. 


Opponents argued that the position 


would duplicate services now pro- 
vided by Wheeling Townsliip and that 
it would be impossible to find a per- 
son qualified to coordinate both elder- 
ly and youth programs. 


Gianopulos said this week that the 


job description prepared by the vil- 
lage administration was acceptable to 
Mm. 


"It 
appears flexible enough to 


bridge the youth and senior citizens 
programs. It will take a unique per- 
son, but it is not impossible," Giano- 
pulos said. 


"WE CAN'T GO any further without

Ford will screen the candidates, but

Kid car restraints given 
special emphasis in May 


May is "Cliild Car Salcty Month." 
The special emphasis on use of 


proper safety restraints for children 
in automobiles comes in recognition 
that car accidents are the largest kill- 
er of children and cause injuries to 
70,000 youngsters annually. 


The educational safety campaign 


was initiated by a manufacturer of in- 
fant car restraints, Questor Juvenile 
Furniture Co. of Ravenna, Ohio. 


Research by various consumer safe- 


ty organizations and physicians has 
indicated that the safest placement o£ 
infants and children in a car is the 
center of the rear scat. They should 
never be held on an adult's lap in the 
front seat, nor permitted! to sit or 
stand unrestrained on the car seals. 


CHILDREN 
UNDER 
43 pounds 


should not, however, be 
restrained 


with adult seat bells, nor should chil- 
dren less than 24 inches use shoulder 
harnesses. 
A number of child car 


seats and restraints are available on 
the retail market, some good and 
some bad, according to Consumers 
Union. 


Current federal regulations require 


only a static, non-moving tesling of 


such equipment. Consumers Union 
and other safety groups have called 
for a revision of these regulations to 
require a dynamic, simulated crash 
test of child restraints. 


The car scat made by Questor, the 


Kantwct Reclining Car Seat, was 
judged at the bottom of a dozen chil- 
dren'.s restraints by Consumers Union 
last year. It was criticized as difficult 
to install, requiring use of a tether, 
and the reclining mechanism was 
found to diminish its crash protection 
below Consumers Union's "accept- 
able" level. Reclining mechanisms 
also can cause pinching of children's 
fingers, CU said. The Kantwel set re- 
tails for about $37. 


Two other seats, the Bobby-Mac by 


Collicr-Kcyworlh Co , Gardner, Mass., 
and the General Motors Love Seal, 
were graded high by CU. Each manu- 
hicturcT produces Iwo separate car- 
riers for inlanls and children. The GM 
inlant sent, retailing at about $20, was 
ralcrl 
.second 
in crush 
protection, 


while Ilio children's seal, ;ilmut $'10, 
w.is listed sixth under acceptable 
.seats. 


The Bobby-Mac- sent, .ihuul $30, is 


convertible from infant to child re- 
straint. It was judged acceptable but 
lower in quality than the other two by 
CU. 


THE BEST INFANT restraint, ac- 


cording to the CU report, is the Peter- 
son 75 Safety Shell by Peterson Baby 
Products of North Hollywood, Calif. 


The top-rated children's restraint 


was Strolee Car Seat by Strolee of 
Compton, Calif., about $40 last year. 


The Ford Tot-Guard child seat, by 


Ford Motor Co., about $30 last year, 
was judged fourth among acceptable 
models by CU. 


Consumers Union warned car seat 


buyers that many of these products 
require longer seat belts for in- 
stallation than are present in many 
cars, especially subcompacts. Some 
also just don't fit well into the seals of 
some cars, especially bucket seats. 
CU strongly recommended that con- 
sumers try out the restraint in their 
car before buying it, or make sure it 
can be returned. 


While Carson's and Field's carry 


tlie seats in stock, Penney's and 
Ward's offer them only through cata- 
logue or special order.

Kerner gone, but question 
of pardon haunts survivors 


by KURT BAER 


The controversy thai destroyed the 


ettrcer of Otto Kerner in the last 
years of his life lingered Monday as 
President Ford reportedly weighed a 
posthumous pardon for the former Il- 
linois governor and federal appeals 
court judae. 


Opinions of the "man-on-the-streef 


were divided on the question of a par- 
don for Kerner, who was convicted in 
19"3 of conspiracy, bribery, income 
tax evasion, mail fraud and perjury in 
connection with a race track stock 
deal. 


"I don't see any reason for it. The 


man was tried and convicted before a 
jury." said Dorothy Matoney of Mount 
Prospect. 


KERNEU. WHO DIED of cancer 


early Sunday at ago 67. was sentenced 
to three >ears in prison and fined 
$50,000. But he was paroled March 6, 
I9?o because of poof health. 


"t think the President should have 


acted sooner. He should have given 
him a pardon before he died. Some- 
body must have known how sick the 
man really was. t'cl be in favor of a 
pardon now to clear his name." said 
Tom Fitzgerald of Buffalo Grove. 


"How 
can you pardon someone 


who's dead?" said Leslie Reardon of 
Arlington Heights. "Unless it's only to 
clear his name." 


Kener twice sought a pardon before 


his death. His first request was denied 
in December 1975. The second appli- 
cation is still pending. 


EFFORTS TO PARDON Kerner in- 


tensified two weeks ago when Illinois 
Republican U.S. Sen. Charles H. Per- 


cy announced that he had asked Ford 
to take action in light of Kerner's fail- 
ing health. U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, 
D-II1., also favors a pardon. 


Percy again talked to White House 


officials about the pardon Sunday just 
hours after Kerner died. 


A Percy aide said the senator had 


received no word on whether a pardon 
will be granted, but he said there 
have been more than 1,000 presiden- 
tial pardons granted in the past six 
years for white collar or nonviolent 
crimes, 


"I feel out of respect for his chil- 


dren, his family and his thousands of 
friends, a pardon should be granted," 
Percy said. 


The Chicago City Council passed a 


resolution May 5 calling for«? pardon. 
And May 6 the Justice Dept. approved 
Kerner's request for suspension of the 
normal five-year wailing period for 
pardon consideration. 


"OH, 
THE POOR man." said Vir- 


ginia Jacobs, Arlington Heights. "I 
think he should be pardoned and 
would have favored 
it before 
he 


died." 


"I say no!1' said one elderly man 


who asked not to be identified. "If 
they're wrong, they're wrong. He was 
in it and that's that. Anyone caught 
stealing a loaf of bread gets hit onHhe 
head. But if the guy steals $100,000 
they want to let him off." 


Kerner served only seven months of 


his three-year jail sentence at the 
Federal 
Correctional Institution in 


Lexington. Ky. Five days after he was 
paroled, Kerner underwent surgery in 
Chicago for lung cancer. 


Kerner came to the Northwest sub- 


urbs several times during his two 
terms as governor from 1960-68. He 
was the guest of honor at the dedica- 
tion of the Clearbrook Center for re- 
tarded children" in Rolling Meadows 
June 2, 1966. The same day, he par- 
ticipated in ground breaking ceremo- 
nies for the Weber Marking Systems 
factory in Arlington Heights. 


At an August 1960 campaign dinner 


in Palatine, he pledged "to restore 
honesty, integrity 
and progressive 


leadership" to Illinois if elected gov- 
ernor. 


KERNER BEAT GOV. William G. 


Stratton in-I960 and four years later 
was reelected over Percy. He chose 
not to run again in 1968. President 
Lyndon B. Johnson that year appoint- 
ed him to serve on the 7th Circuit U.S. 
Court of Appeals. 


A federal grand jury indicted Ker- 


ner and former state revenue director 
Theodore Isaacs Dec. 15, 1971, charg- 
ing that the two had realized a com- 
bined profit of $285.842 on race track 
stock sold t6 them by Marjorie Ever- 
ett, former owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. The stock was sold in or- 
der to influence legislation favorable 
to racing interests, the government 
charged. 


In February 1973 Kerner became 


the first sitting federal judge in his- 
tory to be convicted of a felonv. 


Kerner was born Aug. 15, 1908. Hi« 


father, Otto Sr., served on the federal 
Appeals Court and was a high-ranking 
member of Chicago's Democratic es- 
tablishment. 


Young Otto cut his teeth working 


the city's wards and quickly learned 
the ways of politics. But he was al- 
ways a grade above the political 
wheeler dealers which abounded in 
the party. 


IN 192B, AT AGE 18, Kerner began 


an Ivy League education at Brown 
University. After graduation in 1930, 
he spent a year at Trinity College of 
Cambridge University in England, 
then began law studies at North- 
w e s t e r n University in Evanslon, 
where he received a degree in 1934. 


That same year, Kerner married 


Helena Cermak, daughter of Chicago 
Mayor Anton Cermak, victim of a 
1933 assassin's bullet meant for Presi- 
dent-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


The couple settled in Chicago and 


Kerner practiced law in a private 
firm. He also joined the Illinois Na-

tional Guard and was called to active 
duty in World War II. He rose to the 
rank of major general and served in 
the North African and Sicilian cam- 
paigns and the Pacific Theater. 


He is to be buried in Arlington Na- 


tional Cemetery in Washington, D.C. 
Time and date of the burial have not 
been made public.

Democratic organization, then led by 
Jacob Arvey, sought a bright young 
face to serve as U.S. District Attorney 
for northern Illinois. Arvey's thoughts 
turned to young Otto, son of Judge 
Kerner.

Kerner Jr. was on a fishing trip 


when Arvey offered him the post. He 
returned quickly and happily to Chi- 
cago to accept. He served seven years 
in the DA spot, then was tapped by 
the Democrats for a county judgeship, 
and finally as the Democratic candi- 
date for governor in 1960. 


Kerner was a good candidate — 


pleasant and energetic, with a hand- 
some face and straight figure and the 
power of the Democratic organization 
behind him. He defeated the Republi- 
can candidate by 524,000 votes and 
won reelection in 1964 over Percy. 


As governor, Kerner was lauded for 


mental health legislation, creating the 
stale's first Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission to deal with job dis- 
crimination and his efforts toward 
civil rights. His critics accused him of 
inaction, standing too much apart 
from the fray and being a puppet of 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley — a 
charge he hotly denied.

Forts give glimpse 
of Revolution life

There's a fascinating bit of Revolu- 


tionary War history nearby in Mich- 
igan at the Straits of Mackinac, site of 
two strategic military outposts during 
the American struggle for indepen- 
dence 


Two reconstructed forts, one at 


Mackinaw City and the other on 
Mackinac Island, ofter visitors a rea- 
listic glimpse of what life was like for 
the French and British soldiers who 
occupied the posts in the 18th century. 
Both have been restored by the Mack- 
inac Island State Park Commission 
and are open to tourists from May to 
Oct. J. 


Fort Michilimackinac, at the tip of 


the Lower Peninsula overlooking the 
Straits of Mackinac and the Mackinac 
Bridge, was built by the French in 
1715 and used both as a military out- 
post and fur trading centei 


After defeating the French in the 


French and Indian War, the British 
assumed control of Michilimackinac, 
but lost it again in 1763 during Pon- 
tiac's famous Indian uprising. 


DURING THE American 
Revolu- 


tion, war parties of British soldiers 
and Indians went out from Michili- 
mackinac to conduct raids on other 
Western outposts of the Americans 
and their Spanish allies 


In 1780, fearing they could no longer 


defend the fort from attacks by Amer- 
icans or Indians, the British aban- 
doned the post and it remained a si- 
lent fortress in the wilderness oC the 
Lower Peninsula for over a century. 


The site of the abandoned fort even- 


tually was interpolated into Mack- 
inaw 
City and archaeological ex- 


cavation and reconstruction of Mich- 
ilimackinac began in 1959. Since then, 
nearly three million tourists have 
loured the post that features an e\act 
replica of the garrison that housed 
British soldiers during the Revolution- 
ary War yeais of 1774-1779 


VISITORS THIS summer can watch 


the progress of archaeologists who 
will be excavating the buried ruins of 
the fort's French-built powder maga- 
zine (circa 1730), where arms and 
ammunition wete stored 


Across the narrow body of wjter 


that separates Lake Michigan from 
Lake Huron, Fort Mackinac, "Guard- 
ian of the Straits," is a still-proud for- 
tress that sits high atop a limestone 
bluff on the south side of Mackinac 
Island, a Michigan state park 


Guarded by "soldiers" dressed in 


British uniforms of the late 1700s, the 
foil has been caiefully restored and a 
museum features historical exhibits 
and several period settings The Offi- 
cer's Stone Quarters, with walls that 
are between 2 > j and 8 feel thick, is 
the oldest surviving building in Mich- 
igan. Visitors may enjoy afternoon tea 
in the same building where some of 
the foils olficeis lived between the 
17KOs and late 1800s 


TRANSPORTATION TO the Si- 


mile-square island is provided by 
boats operating out of Mackinaw City 
and St Ignace. The island also has a 
landing strip for private planes and 
small commercial aircraft

Viewing prehistoric era 
at Cave of the Mounds 


The Cave of the Mounds recently 


opened its 36th tourist season. A ma- 
jestic natural wonderland, 25 miles 
west of Madison, Wis., the cave at- 
tracts thousands 
of visitors every 


year. 


A road 
construction 
crew dis- 


covered Cave of the Mounds 37 years 
ago while quarrying for limestone on 
the nearby Brigham family farm. In 
the years since then, more than three 
million persons have come to the cave 
for a look at the prehistoric world 
tucked away beneath the rolling hills 
of Blue Mounds, Wis. 


Seeping water created underground 


works of art in the cave as it gradu- 
ally dissolved away the sedimentary 


rock, known as Galena dolomite. Nar- 
row passageways wind through 14 
cool and silent rooms. Unusual forma- 
tions, .designed by nature and vividly 
painted through the ages, hang from 
the ceiling as stalactites and rise 
from the floor in eerie stalagmites. 


FOSSILS OF shellfish are 
em- 


bedded in the walls of the cave. A six- 
foot-long fossil of a cephalopod that 
lived in the sea over 400 million years 
ago is found in the ceiling of the cave. 


The Cave of the Mounds is open 


from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily through 
Oct. 31 and weekends in November. 
Between May 29 and Sept. 6. the Cave 
will be open until 7 p.m. daily. Tours

T h e A m e r i c a n colonists 


brought most of their social cus- 
toms with them from England, 
of. course, and generally whal 
was fashionable in England was 
here too. 


The Puritan tradition (begin- 


ning with Cromwell in the nud- 
IGOO's) had frowned on big wed- 
ding celebrations, and on merri- 
ment of any kind — as a result, 
a small, quiet mariiage at home 
was the rule. 


In fad, 
in America, home 


weddings remained the fashion 
until 1830 or so However, they 
were not necessarily small and 
quiet 
In any but the strictest 


homes there was dancing after 
a wedding, sometimes far into 
the night, just as there is today 
In rural areas, a wedding was 
tin occasion lor several clays' 
woi th of pm tying 


TIIK TYPICAL wedding cere- 


mony was fairly simple, in the 
P r o I e & I a n L tradition (most 
Americans being Protestant) — 
there were prayers, a short ser- 
mon, 
the marriage vows, and 


some hymns. The guests would 
then drink the "posset," a kind 
of hoi punch — as a signal that 


I he wedding was over and the 
party could begin. 


In early New England the

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Couples take expenses in stride

The cost of tying the knot keeps 


pace with cost of living increases, but 
the market for first-time marriages is 
virtually Inflation proof, say spokes- 
women for a bridal magazine that 
keeps tabs on such matters. 


Marketing manager Pat Taylor of 


"Modern Bride" estimates that the 
average cost of a wedding reception 
for a bridal party with two or three 
attendants has Jumped more than 25 
per cent in the past five years, from 


$721.43 in 1971 to an estimated $1,000 
now. 


Ms. Taylor said retail spending by 


the bridal market totalled $8.7 billion 
in 11)74, the most recent year for 
which figures are available. She esti- 
mated that a comparable total for last 
year would be about seven per cent 
higher, on a par with the 1975 cost-of- 
living increase over 1974. 


She said many couples take •wed- 


ding and first-household expenses in 
stride because the money they are 
spending is their own. 


Who pays what 
at wedding time 


To keep the bride's family from feudin' with the bride- 


groom's at bill-paying time follow set rules on who pays what 
at wedding time. 


The Jewelry Industry Council says bills fall as follows: 
The bride pays for her trousseau, wedding ring for bride- 


groom, wedding gift for her bridegroom optional, presents for 
her attendants, accommodations for her attendants, personal 
stationery and calling cards and her medical examination. 


The bridegroom pays for engagement and wedding rings, 


the marriage license, gift for the bride, his medical exam- 
ination, bride's bouquet and going-away corsage, bouton- 
nicres for men in the wedding party, flowers for the two 
mothers, gloves, ascots or ties for men in the party, gifts for 
his ushers and best man, accommodations for his best man 
and ushers, fee for the clergyman, the wedding trip and flow- 
er? to the bride's mother after the wedding, accompanied by 
a warm thank-you note. 


The bride's family picks up bills for wedding invitations 


and enclosure cards, announcements, engagement and wed- 
tlind photographs, rental for church, fees for the organist,, 
soloist and sexton, aisle carpet, flowers for the church, 
bridesmaids' bouquets and flower headdress, gratuity for 
traffic policeman, transportation for bridal party Irom house 
in church and to the reception, bridesmaids' luncheon and the 
entire cost of reception. 


The bridegroom's family pays its own traveling expenses 


and hotel bills, wedding gift for the bride and bridegroom. 


The dinner preceding or following the wedding rehearsal 


ran lie Riven by either the bride or bridegroom's family.

In the past, papa was expected to 


pay all the wedding expenses for his 
daughters and, if possible, help fur- 
nish the couples' first home or aparl- 
menl. 


Today's bride is apt to have a job 


and freedom to use her income as she 
sees fit. Ms. Taylor said the high in- 
cidence of the two-paycheck fanVy is 
p a r t l y responsible for increased 
spending in the three months imme- 
diately before and after a first wed- 
ding. 


Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics 


showed 50 per cent of all women aged 
20 to 24 were in the United States la- 
bor force in 1965; by 1985 the per- 
centage is expected to teach 65. 


"Not only are more women work- 


ing, but they tend to be working at 
better job" according to the 
fifth 


bridal market study the magazine has 
authorized or made since 1965. The 
study added that marriage is a 
symbol of people's social and econom- 
ic status. "That's why the pocket gets 
dug into deeply when there's a wed- 
ding in the offing." 


Couples marrying for the first lime, 


and about 1.7 million are expected to 
do so this year, tend to operate on a 
"spend now" philosophy because they 
know they are free to defer certain 
expenses, such as the birth of their 
first child or the size of their family, 
the study showed. 


It also indicates that young couples 


have expanded their use of credit dra- 
matically, now that it is socially ac- 
ceptable. Saving for emergencies is 
less important than it was to their 
parents and grandparents, 
because 


they have financial cushions such as 
social security, health and life insur- 
ance benefits, pensions and employer 
prof it-sharing plans. 


Established homemakers whose in- 


comes suffer from inflationary pres- 
sures can put off buying a color tele- 
vision set or adding to their china or 
replacing furniture because they need 
the money to pay the mortgage or 
high electrical bills, Ms. Taylor said. 
But newlyweds have to buy basic 
home furnishings because they usual- 
ly don't own any. Even those with a 
few 
furnishings 
in their 
bachelor 


apartments tend to discard the old for 
new, she said. 


"They want to start with everything 


new, not their old things, not their 


mothers' hand-me-downs. And they 
expect the best." 


Anti-establishment, 
anti-materialis- 


tic kids are more traditional 
than 


ever in both tjieir wedding plans and 
furnishing their first home, she added. 


Although the bridal market repre- 


sents less than three per cent of all U. 
S. households, manufacturers and ad- 
vertisers focus on it because it buys 
substantial 
amounts of 
consumer 


good: 12.6 per cent of all living room 
furniture sold, 22.1 per cent of all bed- 
room furniture, 24.8 per cent of all 
sesving machines, 23 per cent of all 
food mixers and 19.4 per cent of all 
bath linens, among other things. 


Their purchases are spread out 


evenly through the year because mar- 
riages tend to be spread. The tradi- 
tional June wedding vanished into 
limbo in 1974 when, for the first time, 
August became the most popular 
month for weddings. Another reason 
the bridal market concentrates on 
first marriages: they represent 73.1 of 
all marriages in the U. S. annually. 


Music for everyone 


No matter what type of reception 


the bride is planning, music can play 
an important part in adding to the at- 
mosphere of the happy occasion. An 
accordionist, guitarist or pianist 
is 


perfect for a small reception, while a 
trio can supply dance music for a 
larger 
gathering. Elaborate recep- 


tions call for an orchestra. 


A band leader, if he specializes in 


weddings, can manage a reception 
from the receiving line to the last 
dance. Many groups specialize in wed- 
ding music. 


While discussing the type of dance 


music to be played at her reception, 
the bride might consider the various 
ages of the guests who will attend. 
There can be "rock" and "pop," but 
intersperse it with slower music plus 
various ethnic and nostalgic tunes 
which are popular. 


Good musicians can bridge the gen- 


eration gap beautifully, and everyone 
from grandparents to friends will 
have a wonderful time dancing and 
listening at the reception.

The young bude of .indent Rome 


wore a gailantl of orange blossoms In 
her hair and carried stalks, of wheat 
other giauis or a basket of fruit to her 
wedding The flowers were symbolic 
of love in full bloom and fertility 
while tbe grain or fruit represented «i 
bountiful haivest for the bride and 
groom. 


During the Renaissance the bride 


also carried sheaves of giam along 
with flowers By the eighteenth centu- 
ry, however, the tradition remained 
for the bride to carry only flowers 


Today's bride carries flowers as a 


symbol of love She decorates her sur- 
roundings with flowers and has flow- 
eis for her attendants, her mother, 
the 
groom's 
mother 
and 
gi ami- 


mothers The groom and his attend- 
ants each wear a flowei m the lapel 
of their jackets 


For less formal weddings, the bride 


may carry a small bouquet, a nose- 
gay, a basket of floweis or even a 
single flower or corsage 


Attendants can wear small 


toisages 01 floweis pinned to then 
dresses Some budes use fieshly cut 
floweis, riued flowers or even sheaves 
of giam mi\ecl with floweis to sym- 
bolUe the season and the mood of the 
wedding. The bride who caiues a bou- 
quet 01 basket of floweis at a countiy 
wedding may decorate her ban or her 
headpiece with a garland of blossoms 
like her sibteis of ancient Rome

Fine imported sauterne, a sweet 


and fragrant white wine from Bor- 
deaux, is becoming a staple of wed- 
ding punches Crouch like imported 
champagne) because of its elegant 
flavor and status quality. 


It mixes excellently with various 


fruits and allows you to cut down on 
the amount of expensive champagne 
that goes into your punch bowl. 


Some sauternes are too expensive to 


use in a punch: some are lesser wines 
and do not have the delicacy of a very 
good sauterne. A good but reasonably 
priced French sauterne is what you 
want. 


tf champagne and sauterne are not 


your guests' cup of punch, there are 
two stronger suggestions guaranteed 
to please the most "macho" of men in 
your party: a mint julep punch made 
with 101-proof Kentucky bourbon, and 
a gin-orange punch.

wooden door of the Good Shepherd 
Chapel, located on the Klehm Nursery 
grounds in Arlington Heights. 


The chapel, which can 
accom- 


modate up to 36 people, is available at 
no charge for small weddings or bap- 
tisms. The chapel is open the same 
hours as the nursery. 


The building is. constructed of barn 


wood, gathered from old barns on the 
Klehm 
property 
Surrounding the 


chapel are the Memorial Gardens, 
planted by one of the Klehm sons. 
Each plant is labeled so visitors can 
learn about the various plants as they 
stroll through the gardens. 


Planning for the chapel began over 


seven years ago. Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
Klehm wanted to build the chapel so 
people could have a place to pray by 
themselves. After the death of Mr. 
Klehm, Mrs. Klehm continued to car- 
ry out their plan. Work on the chapel 
began in October of 1974 and ,was 
completed in September of 1975. . 


In the entranceway of the chapel 


are four glass enclosed cases dis- 
playing different scenes from the life 
of Christ. The figures, which are pro- 
portioned to one-half life size, were 
made by a woman from Elmhurst 
who worked on them for seven years. 


Inside the chapel, a large cross is 


made from the same barn wood of 
which the building is constructed. The 
setting is very rustic and simple, with 
several rows of benches on either side 
of the aisle. The windows are clear 
glass because Mrs. Klehm wanted 
people to be able to look outside and 
slay in touch with nature. 


The chapel was dedicated 
both 


Catholic and Protestant, but Mrs. 
Klehm stresses that it is not meant to 
be in competition with any church "It 
is iust meant as a place where people 
car. come and hopefully find the Lord. 
Some people even relax and eat their 
lunch in the gardens and that's fine," 
said Mrs. Klehm.

HOW DOES A CANAL LOCK WORK? 


(letting from the ground floor of a 


hoifce to the next floor up involves a 
flight of stall's. Climbing stairs is easy 
for us. but not for ships. Their ascent 
or descent must be smooth and gradu- 
al—so special steps are necessaiy 
when a ship enters a different level of 
water. These special steps are called 
locks 


A canal is a man-made waterway. 


When used as a means of trans- 
portation, it serves to connect two 
bodies of water — two rivers, two 
lakes, two seas or any combination of 
these Canals create new paths for na- 
vigation, and they enable ships to 
make shorter direct trips Instead of 
l o n g , inconvenient and time-con- 
suming ones. 


A good example of how convenient 


a canal can be Is a trip from New 
York City to San Francisco, Calif. 
thiough the Panama Canal Using the 
canal a ship travels about 5,200 miles. 
Without the canal, however, it is nec- 
essary to tiavel down around the

southern tip of South America, mak- 
ing a ttek of some 13,000 miles. 


In some cases it is a fairly simple 


task to dig a canal to connect two 
bodies of water. Usually, though,'the 
land between oceans, lakes or rivers 
lies high above the water level, so it 
is impossible for engineers to dig 
down to the water level. What's mote, 
the two bodies of water are generally 
on different levels. To solve this prob- 
lem, locks are employed to raise and 
lower the water level so that ships 
can go "upstairs" or "downstairs" 
easily. 


In the case of the Panama Canal, 


constructed in 1906 to connect the At- 
lantic Ocean to the Pacific Ocean, the 
water level was the same But the 
task of digging down to water level 
for the entire canal was too expensive 
and too time-consuming. The Welland 
Canal connects Lake Erie to Lake On- 
tario. Lake Erie, however, is" about 
325 feet higher than Lake Ontario For 
the Panama Canal and the Welland 
Canal, locks were essential 


Locks are built into canals to raise 


or lower vessels from one level to an- 
other. Each lock is an enclosed por- 
tion of the canal with a watertight 


gate at each end. A ship passing from 
Lake Erie to Lake Ontario enters a 
series of eight locks. At each lock, 
drains 
are 
opened 
and water is 


pumped out until the water level is 
the same as the water level in the 
next lock The gates to the next lock 
are opened and the ship passes 
through This piocess is lepeated until 
the ship finally enters Lake Ontario. 
To go from Lake Ontario to Lake 
Erie, the procedure is reversed. 


Locks in a canal are a series of 


steps going up or down. Filling a step 
laises a ship so that it may pass on to 
the next step Draining a step lowers 
a ship. The New York State Baige 
Canal System consists of some 800 
miles of waterway and 57 locks.

"Woman Overboard" could be buff- 


ed up a bit itself. It's not illustrious 
enough to make up for production 
shortcomings, nor does it even come 
close to projecting the sparkle of 
Sharkey and Reiser's first collabora- 
tion, "What A Spot," produced the 
end of last year at Country Club 
Theatre.

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Metric system inching up on industry, Uncle Sam

A couple hundred years ago, some 


Frenchmen sat down and began devis- 
ing the metric system as a substitute 
for ounces and pounds, feet and 
miles, 


It was not nti immediate rage. 
"For the first 100 years, things went 


kind of slowly," said Mary Kay Karl, 
mathematics consultant for Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 34. 


But metrics soon becan spreading 


through Europe plus Central and 
South America. 


Metrics hit the 2oth Century with 


force. Russia adopted metrics in 1927. 
China converted after World War II. 
India and Japan followed in the 1950s. 


fiREAT BRITAIN began a 10-year 


conversion plan in 1965. Australia, 
Canada and New Zealand switched 


over to the process of liters and me- 
ters. 


And the good old United States kept 


crawling along with its ounces and 
pounds, feet and miles. 


But even that is changing, as evi- 


denced by National Metric Week 
which began Monday and was called 
for by the National Council of Teach- 
ers of Mathematics. 


THERE'S NO denying it, despite 


the failure of a metric bill to success- 
full pass Congress last year, metrics 
are becoming a way of life. The 
United States could be entirely metric 
by 1980. 


RPT.tNNING NEXT fall, metrics 


will be taught exclusively to junior 
high and secondary level students in 
Dist. 34. The system also will be in- 
t r o cl u c e d in grades kindergarten 


through six. 


A total conversion in the United 


States is being necessitated by devel- 
opments overseas. 


"If the rest of the world is metric, I 


don't think we really have any other 
choice," Ms. Karl said. 


Many European countries are now 


beginning to insist that American ex- 
ports are packaged in metric mea- 
surements. 


The metric system is based on de- 


cimals, as is your bank checkbook. 
That will not change. 


But you will no longer buy one 


quart of milk. It will be a liter, and 
that is larger. 


A HIGH SCHOOL football running 


back won't weigh 165 pounds. His 
"mass will be approximately 75 kilo- 
grams.

The football field will not be 100 


yards long. It would measure slightly 
less than 91 meters. 


And so on. 
International trade has spurred 


American corporations into devel- 
opment of metric training programs 
for their employes. 


"If General Motors is going to be all 


metric, and all these other big com- 
panies are going along, do you think 
you and I really have a choice?" Ms. 
Karl said. 


"Besides, it's a really neat mea- 


surement system," she said. "There's 
a saying, 'The meter and liter are 
neater.' And it's true." 


So this week, take a moment to re- 


member that in 25 degrees farenheit 
you're shoveling snow. But in 25 de- 
grees Celsius, the metric measure- 
ment, you're basking on the beach.

Olympic basketball team to play in area

The IS basketball players who hope 


to bring a gold medal back to the 
United States from the Olympics in 
Montreal will play an exhibition game 
In June at Prospect High School, The 
Herald learned Monday. 


The appearance in Mount Prospect 


on June 24 will be one of 10 stops on a 
nationwide tour by the U.S. team and 
will be the only exhibition played in 
the Midwest. 


Sponsored by the Mount Prospect 


State Bank and the Prospect High 
School Boosters Club, the exhibition 
game will match the U.S. team 


against a group of all-stars coached 
by DePaul's Ray Meyer and managed 
by Gene Sullivan, athletic director at 
DePaul. 


DETAILS ON tickets for the basket- 


ball game will be released at a later 
date. Prospect's fieldhouse hold 3,500 
spectators, and a sellout is antici- 
pated. 


A community group headed by Jack 


Whisler of Arlington Heights has been 
working on details of bringing the 
Olympic team to the area. 


"Bob Teichert Jr. of Mount Pros- 


pect made the first contact," Whisler 
said, "and it was obvious just how 


significant an event this could be. We 
needed people and money, of course, 
and Howard Alton at the Mount Pros- 
pect State Bank saw this as a commu- 
nity service. They've been a tre- 
mendous help in making all this pos- 
sible. The people at Prospect High 
School have been a help. It takes a lot 
of people working together to get ev- 
erything finalized." 


The addition of Meyer and Sullivan 


from DePaul to the group brings ex- 
perience in both the vital coaching 
and organizational aspects. 


MEYER, 
AN Arlington 
Heights 


resident and head coach at DePaul 


for 34 years, and Sullivan said they 
were awaiting word from the National 
Collegiate Athletic Assn. on the eligi- 
bility requirements for the players 
who will compete against the Olympic 
team. 


"We're not ready yet to announce 


our own roster because a lot depends 
on the Olympic tryouts and on how 
the eligibility requirements are finally 
defined," Sullivan said. "We'll know 
more shortly and as soon as we have 
the names of the players who will 
compete against the Olympic team 
they will be released." 


"We guarantee a 
representative 


team," said Meyer, who took his De- 
Paul Blue Demons to the NCAA tour- 
nament in March. "You obviously 
don't want to just put any group on 
the floor against a squad the caliber 
of the Olympic team, so we will be 
very careful in our own evaluation of 
talent. It should be a great game for 
the spectators." 


Tryouts for the Olympic squad will 


be held the first week of June in 
Raleigh, N.C. Fifth-six players have 
been invited lo the trial camp at 
North Carolina State University. 


TWELVE PLAYERS and three al- 


ternates will be selected from this 


camp to begin preparation June 8 for 
the Montreal Olympics. Dean Smith of 
the University of North Carolina will 
serve as the head coach of the U.S. 
team. He will be assisted by John 
Thompson of Georgetown University 
and Bill Guthridge of North Carolina. 


"We will have a tremendous group 


of basketball players in Raleigh," 
Smith said. "This country has so 
many good players.

Next year, beauty queens, may- 


ors and returning heroes will have 
to ride parade routes in old cars 
because 1976 marks the end of the 
American-made convertible. 


I£ the convertible-top car is go- 


ing out of style, it is indeed going 
out In style. The last of the De- 
troit soft tops is being built by 
Cadillac. 


Just 14.000 of the convertibles 


will roll off the line for the Cadil- 
lac Division of the General Motors 
Corp. this year, and then there 
will be no more. 


Eddie Farrell. new car sales 


manager for Mack Cadillac of 
Mount Prospect, said he has re- 
ceived calls from as far away as 
Florida asking about the avail- 
ability of the Eldorado model con- 
vertible. 


THE SAME IS true at Bierk Ca- 


dillac Ltd.. Schaumburg, where 
the Inquiries are coming from 
"all over." according to salesman 
Ben Cook. 


It isn't that convertibles aren't 


selling in Chicago's less favorable 
climate, either. People want to 
have a personal portion of an era 
that Is ending. 


"We're selling all we've got- 


ten," Farrell said. 


Likewise in Schaumburg, where 


Cook reported the status was "all 
sold out" of the 35 Bierk was al- 
lotted for 1976. 


The buyers aren't quibbling 


about the price either. The time- 
honored haggling about the win- 
dow sticker isn't happening with 
the convertibles. "It's selling at 
the window price," Farrell said. 
"And people are aware of it. 


"Nobody haggles about 
the 


price of a Cadillac. We're talking 
about a prestige automobile," 
Cook said. 


THE PRICE TAG for the con- 


vertibles are around the $15,000 
mark. The hardtop Eldorado sells 
for about a $1,000 less, while the 
Sedan de Vllle is going for about 
$12,000, according to the window 
stickers. 


For the money, the ragtop (it 


seems sacrilegious to call a 
$15.000 car a "ragtop") comes 
with real leather seats, Farrell 
said that while luxury does play a 
rote in equipping the cars with 
leather seats, it is also more prac- 
tical in case the owner gets 
caught with his top down. 


Farrell said that in the Chicago 


area, most buyers are older than 
40. 


Cook may be joking when he 


said a lot of the convertibles went 
as "his and hers cars," but he 
said It was hard to type the con- 
vertible buyer. 


But It was the young driver, 


or just maybe the younger at 
heart, who boosted convertible

Two-phase program studied 
June 1 start for seniors job-referral plan 


A job-referral service for senior citi- 


zens in Des Plaines is expected to be 
in operation by June 1, Samuel Tap- 
son, senior citizens coordinator for the 
city, said Monday. 


Tapson is urging senior citizens in- 


terested in working either parttime or 
fulltime to call the city's health de- 
partment so he can get some idea 
about how many would be willing to 
work. 


"Tilings are still in the development 


stage, but we hope to have some sort 
of service going by the first of the 


month," Tapson said. Des Plaines 
currently has no job placement or re- 
ferral service for the elderly. 


TAPSON SAID the city is looking 


toward a two-phase employment pro- 
gram for seniors. The first phase 
would involve referrals for odd jobs 
and the second phase would include 
a 
job-placement 
service 
working 


through the Des Plaines Chamber of 
Commerce. 


The second phase is something 


we're working on for the future, but I 
see no reason why we can't get the 
first phase going soon. 


Under the proposal, the city would 


serve as a go-between for seniors 
seeking jobs and employers, both indi- 
viduals and firms, seeking workers. 


"By publicizing our service, we 


would maintain a job registry of those 
needing somebody to do some work. 
Once we get that, we can look at a list 
of seniors who wish to work and sim- 
ply make a referral," Tapson said. 
"The city would act strictly as a 
clearinghouse." 


THE

program would be "a little more so- 
phisticated," 
Tapson said. 
"There 


would be some screening and inter- 
viewing. We would work with the 
chamber to try to fill some of their 
needs." 


Tapson said he has met with cham- 


ber officials who said they would dis- 
cuss the second phase of the program 
with member businesses. Tapson said 
the chamber is weighing how much of 
a demand there is to fill jobs with 
senior citizens and whether it would 
be advisable to participate in a for- 
mal placement program.

Ford counting to win in Nebraska

Ronald Reagan sought to run his 


string of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination. 


And Idaho's Frank Church makes 


his debut Tuesday in Nebraska as a 
western states candidate for the 
Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic and 
Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of un- 
commitleds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out front among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. He is follow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted Demo- 
cratic delegates and about 200 pledged 
to other candidates. 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs in Ne- 
braska, a conservative farm 
belt 


state, and border state West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comfortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


space of lour days, leaving Ford's 
campaign reeling. 


Press Secretary Ron Nesscn said 


Monday Ford was "optimistic" and 
"thinks it will be a close fight," but 
repealed that the President expects to 
win at the convention. 


The two Republican contenders con- 


centrated on the Nebraska primary. 
In the past 20 years, every GOP can- 
didate who has taken the Cornhusker 
primary has gone on to win the Re- 
publican nomination. 


They virtually ignored West Vir- 


ginia. Ford has not been in the state 
since last fall and Reagan limited 
himself to a 20-hour visit last week. 


But Ford and Reagan were also 


looking ahead to the Michigan prima- 
ry, May 18, which many GOP observ- 
ers now consider the pivotal primary 
and one that the President has to win.

Ford counting to win in Nebraska 


by United Press International 


Ronald Reagan sought to run his 


string of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination. 


And Idaho's Frank Church makes 


his debut Tuesday in Nebraska as a 
western states candidate for the 
Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic and 
Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of un- 
committeds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out front among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. He is follow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted Demo- 
cratic delegates and about 200 pledged 
to other candidates 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs hi Ne- 
braska, a conservative farm belt 
state, and border state West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comfortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


space of four days, leaving Ford's 
campaign reeling. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 


Monday Ford was "optimistic" and 
"thinks it will be a close Fight," but 
repeated that the President expects to 
win at the convention. 


The two Republican contenders con- 


centrated on the Nebraska primary. 
In the past 20 years, every GOP can- 
didate who has taken the Cornhusker 
primary has gone on to win the Re- 
publican nomination. 


They virtually ignored West Vir- 


ginia. Ford has not been in the state 
since last fall and Reagan limited 
himself to a 20-hour visit last week. 


But Ford and Reagan were also 


looking ahead to the Michigan prima- 
ry, May 18, which many GOP observ- 
ers now consider the pivotal primary 
and one that the President has to win.

Ford counting to win in Nebraska

Ronald Reagan sought to run his 


string of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination. 


And Idaho's Frank Church makes 


his debut Tuesday in Nebraska as a 
western states candidate 
for the 


Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of un- 
committeds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out iront among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. Ho is follow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted Demo- 
cratic delegates and about 200 pledged 
to other candidates. 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs in Ne- 
braska, a conservative farm belt 
state, and border state West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comtortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


camp to begin preparation June 8 for 
the Montreal Olympics. Dean Smith of 
the University of North Carolina will 
serve as the head coach of the U.S. 
team. He will be assisted by John 
Thompson of Georgetown 
University 


and Bill Gulhridge of North Carolina. 


"We will have a tremendous group 


of basketball players in Raleigh," 
Smith said. "This country has so 
many good players. We don't have a 
Jabbar or a Walton. And we're not 
even sure about the status of In- 
diana's Kent Benson.

Ford counting to win in Nebraska 


by United Press International 


Ronald Reagan sought to run his 


string of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination.

for the 


Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of un- 
committeds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out front among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. He is follow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted Demo- 
cratic delegates and about 200 pledged 
to other candidates. 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs in Ne- 
braska, a conservative 
farm belt 


state, and border state .West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comfortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout < in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


space of four days, leaving Ford's 
campaign reeling. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 


Monday Ford was "optimistic" and 
"thinks it will be a close fight," but 
repeated that the President expects to 
win at the convention. 


The two Republican contenders con-

No tax hike until next year 
Deficit budget due for adoption 


The Elk Grove Village Board is ex- 


pected to adopt its first deficit budget 
tonight, but will not increase taxes un- 
til next year. 


Village board members have said 


they feel the village can be operated 
this year without additional tax reve- 
nues, despite a projected $119,891 defi- 
cit. The board also has said it will 
raise taxes to be collected in 1977. 


The $4,495,803 corporate budget is 


expected to be approved during the 
village board meeting at 8 p.m. in the 
municipal building, 901 Wellington 
Ave. Projected revenue Cor the year 
is $4.375,912. 


DURING THE BOARD'S budget de- 


liberations during the past few weeks, 
consideration was given to instituting 
a short-term utility tax, to be collect- 
ed on telephone, gas and electricity 
use. But after the board cut nearly $2 
million from the initial $6.3 million 
budget requests, trustees said the util- 
ity tax would be unnecessary, at least 
until fall and only then if revenue was 
significantly below projected levels. 


Village Mgr. Charles A. Willis, in a 


memorandum 
accompanying 
the 


budget, said there would have been a 
surplus of $5,124 if the village board 
had not approved salary increases of 
5 per cent for all employes and of an 
average 5 per cent hike for super- 
visory personnel. 


The wage increases, which become

In this, the year of our nation's 


200th birthday, the mention of our 
founding 
fathers 
typically 
brings 


t h o u g h t s of George Washington, 
Thomas 
Jefferson and 
Benajamin 


Franklin to mind. 


But there are other more obscure 


Eigures overlooked amidst the Bicen- 
tennial hoopla. Mount Prospect had 
its own founding fathers who, in the 
late 1800s and early 1900s, were in- 
strumental in molding the history of 
the Northwest suburb. 


One of the village's founding fathers 


was John Conrad Moehling, the vil- 
lage's first postmaster, 
storekeeper 


and railroad ticket agent. He was the 
beginning of a three-generation busi- 
ness legacy in Mount Prospect and 
his granddaughter, Mrs. 
Gertrude 


Francek, still tells his story today. 


AS HISTORY has it, four of the 


families first to settle in what is now 
Mount Prospect were the Willes, Bus- 
ses, Meyns and Moehlings. 


Mrs. Francek, in preparing an ex- 


hibit for the opening of the Mount 
Prospect Historical Society Museum 
July 3, has described her family's his- 
tory, through four generations and 127 
years, as residents in the village. 


Mrs. Francek, 505 S. Owen St., has 


been tracing the Moehling family tree 
since she was 17 years old. Mrs. Fran- 
cek, 62, is one of the founders of the 
Mount Prospect Historical 
Society 


and says, "It all started when I was 
assigned a genealogy project as a stu- 
dent 
at 
Arlington Heights 
High 


School." Since then, she and her cous- 
in, Sylvia Moehling Taegge of Des 
Plaines, have traced the family's his- 
tory to 1849 when their great-grandfa- 
ther, John Henry Conrad Moehling, 
immigrated to the United States from 
Germany. 


It was Mrs. Francek's great-grand- 


father who began the Moehling tradi- 
tion in Mount Prospect on his 80-acre 
farm located near what is now a com- 
mercial area at the southwest corner 
of Elmhurst and Golf roads. 


BUT JOHN CONRAD Moehling, one 


of Ills five children, was among those 
who pioneered the development of the 
village which is now home for 49,000. 


As Mrs. Francek tells it, her grand- 


father, born on that farm in 1850, 
chose to abandon africulture in 1882. 


"He would rather be a business- 


man," she said. "So he opened a gen- 
eral store located in what is now 
downtown Mount Prospect on North- 
west Highway." Moehling's inventory 
included grain, coal, farm machinery, 
shoes, books, groceries and buggies. 
He owned the stretch of property 


which now extends from the Yankee 
Doodle restaurant to the Dunkm' Do- 
nut shop. 


At that time, Moehling, his wife and 


their four children lived above their 
store. 


Mrs. Francek continued to reflect 


on the Moehlings' background with 
the help of a card table covered with 
memos, business letterheads and pho- 
tographs — all yellowed with time — 
that family members have preserved 
through the years. 


SHE SAID HER grandfather saw 


the need for postal service to enhance 
his business. "He wrote to Washington 
and despite organized opposition from 
Des Plaines and Arlington Heights, he 
obtained Mount Prospect's first post 
office," she said. The neighboring 
communities 
apparently 
opposed 


Moehling's persistence because resi- 
dents were patronizing their business 
in using their post offices. 


The first post office, which Mrs. 


Francek soon will donate to the his- 
lorical society museum, consisted of 
48 boxes which were installed in 
Moehling's slore at Maine Street and 
Northwest Highway. In 1885, he was 
appointed Mount Prospect's first post- 
master by President Grover Cleve- 
land and served in that capacity for 
12 years through both of Cleveland's 
presidential terms as well as through 
Benjamin Harrison's term. 


Because of the growing population 


a n d 
increased 
business 
activity, 


Moehling succeeded in acquiring Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. service 
for the community and became the 
first ticket agent in 1886 — a post he 
held until 1902. 


And the Moehlings were politicians 


as well as businessmen. While grand- 
father Moehling cast his first presiden 
tial vote for Ulysses S. Grant, he or- 
ganized a local Jefferson Democratic 
Club in 1884. 


MOEHLING'S OTHER 
affiliations 


included being an organizer of what is 
now Mount Prospect School Disl. 57 
and a member of the examining com- 
mission of Wheeling Drainage District 
No. 1. 


Beore retiring in 1917, the year 


Mount Prospect was incorporated, 
Moehling built a 10-room Victorian- 
style home at 8 E. Northwest Hwy. 
where his son, John P. Moehling, 
lived and raised his nine children, one 
of whom is Mrs. Francek. Her broth- 
er, John P. Moehling, 200 W. Lonn- 
quist Blvd., is the only other child still 
living in Mount Prospect, The rest 
have scattered to the four winds. 


John P. Moehling, the father, after 


having been in the farm machinery 


business for a while, turned to real 
estate 
and 
was 
instrumental 
in 


constructing homes and subdividing a 
100-acre farm on which he was born 
in 1875. 


He served as a registrar for the 


World War I selective service draft, a 
member of the Mount Prospect Im- 
provement Assn., a Democratic elec- 
tion judge and, in 1929, was appointed 
village collector by then Mayor Her- 
man F. Mcyn. He died in 1947 and 
Mrs. 
Francek 
and 
her 
husband 


Charles lived in the old Victorian 
house until it was demolished in 1966 
to build a parking lot for the Fran- 
ceks" real estate business. 


The Moehling family thrived in 


business in Mount Prospect for 90 
years until 1972 when Mrs. Francek 
sold her real estate company and re- 
tired. There now are 13 great-grand- 
children and five 
great-great-grand- 


children of John C. Moehling. 


"Someday I hope to publish a book," 


Mrs. Francek said, "telling the whole 
story of Mount Prospect like il was 
and is."

Judge's opinion 
sought on new 
marijuana law 


A judicial opinion on a proposed 


marijuana possession ordinance will 
be sought by the Hoffman Estates 
Judiciary Committee. 


The committee Monday night di- 


rected Village Mgr. George Longmey- 
er to seek opinions from Chief Jus- 
tice James Geocaris of the Third Dis- 
trict on how he would react to an ordi- 
nance designed to bring marijuana 
possession under local control. 


The law, patterned after a similar 


one passed in Palatine last month, pro 
vides (or a penalty of $50 to $500 upon 
conviction for possession of 30 grams 
or less of marijuana. 


Current state statutes provide for 


both a fine and jail sentence for a 
marijuana conviction. 


TRUSTEE JEANNE Pavey sug- 


gested the committee consider reduc- 
ing the possession limit to 10 grams to 
be consistent with the Palatine ordi- 
nance, 


The committee also directed Long- 


meyer to contact officials from Pala- 
tine and neighboring communities 
that have passed similar codes for 
feedback on the success of the ordi- 
nances. 


Trustee 
Melvin Timmons, com- 


mittee chairman, said the proposed 
ordinance "is not decriminalizing the 
possession of marijuana," and added, 
"It (the ordinance) 
is definitely 


needed." 


Trustee 
Ralph Lyerla said, 
"I 


haven't had enough information to 
convince .me that this (code) will 
have an impact." 


Mrs. Pavey said, "I don't know 


whether we need the ordinance or not. 
This is a very serious area. I would 
hate to keep making laws — we've got 
too many now."

Dist. 214 accepts pact; 
teachers' vote awaited 


An agreement in teacher contract 


negotiations was accepted Monday by 
unanimous vote of the High School 
Dist. 214 Board of Education. 


Teachers, represented at the bar- 


gaining table by the Dist. 214 Educa- 
tion Assn.. voted on the contract Fri- 
day, but the counting of the votes had 
been postponed until today. Teachers 
and the board must accept the agree- 
ment before it can take effect. If 
teachers reject the agreement, the 
contract goes back to the bargaining 
table. 


The two-year 
agreement, 
which 


would take effect in August, calls for 
a 7 per cent increase in base salary 
the first year, from $10.140 to $10,830. 
In the second year, the base pay 
would be raised equal to the per- 
centage increase in the cost of living 
in the Chicago area during 1976. 


l/NDER THE PACT, the teachers 


also receive an annual step raise for 
an additional year of experience. The 
amount of the raise varies at different 
points on the salary schedule. The av- 
erage step raise is now about 4 per 
cent, which would make the total pay 
raise for the average teacher about 11 
per cent next year.

Ford counting to win in Nebraska

Honald Reagan sought to run his 


string of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination. 


And Idaho's Frank Church makes 


his debut Tuesday in Nebraska as a 
western states candidate 
for the 


Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of un- 
committeds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out front among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. He is fqllow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted 
Demo- 


cratic delegates and about 200 pledged 
to other candidates. 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs in Ne- 
braska, a conservative 
farm 
belt 


state, and border state West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comfortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


space of four days, leaving Ford's 
campaign reeling. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 


Monday Ford was "optimistic" and 
"thinks it will be a close fight," but 
repeated that the President expects to 
win at the convention. 


The two Republican contenders con- 


centrated on the Nebraska primary. 
In the past 20 years, every GOP can- 
didate who has taken the Cornhusker 
primary has gone on to win the Re- 
publican nomination. 


They virtually ignored West Vir- 


ginia. Ford has not been in the state 
since last fall and Reagan limited 
himself to a 20-hour visit last week. 


But Ford and Reagan were also

Ruchti, 542 Oak St., Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, said the Columbos were quiet' 
people. "They'd sit and monitor most 
of the time," he said. 


THE COLUMBOS so loved CB radio 


they had monitor speakers installed in 
every room of their trilevel home so 
they'd never miss a transmission, 
suid members of the 77-member club. 


The CB club was formed in Septem- 


ber 1975, and the Columbos were 
charter members.

thusiasts met Monday night to ap- 
prove a memorial fund for the Colum- 
bos.

Ing out of style, it is indeed going 
out in style. The last of the De- 
troit soft tops is being built by 
Cadillac. 


.Hist 14.000 of the convertibles 


will roll off the line for the Cadil- 
lac Division of the General Motors 
Corp. this year, and then there 
mil be no more. 


Eddie Farrell, new car sales 


manager for Mack Cadillac of 
Mount Prospect, said lie has re- 
ceived calls from as far away as 
Florida asking about the avail- 
ability of the Eldorado model con- 
vertible. 


THE SAME IS true at Bierk Ca- 


dillac Ltd.. Schaumburg, where 
the inquiries are coming 
from 


"all over." according to salesman 
Ben Cook. 


It Isn't that convertibles aren't 


selling in Chicago's less favorable 
climate, either. People want to 
have a personal portion of an era 
that is ending. 


"We're selling all we've got- 


ten." Farrell said. 


Likewise in Schaumburg. where 


Cook reported the status was "all 
sold out" of the 35 Bierk was al- 
lotted for 1976. 


The buyers aren't 
quibbling 


about the price either. The time- 
honored haggling about the win- 
dow sticker isn't happening with 
the convertibles. "It's selling at 
the window price." Farrel! said. 
"And people are aware of it. 


"Xobody haggles

price of a Cadillac. We're talking

a prestige automobile." 


Cook said. 


THE PRICE TAG for the con- 


vertibles are around the $15,000 
mark, The hardtop Eldorado sells 
for about a $1.000 less, while the 
Sedan de Ville is going for about 
$12.000. according to the window 
stickers.

$13.000 car a "ragtop") comes 
with real leather seats. Farrell 
said that while luxury does play a 
role in equipping the cars with 
leather seats, it is also more prac- 
tical in case the owner gets 
caught with his top down.

Ronald Reagan sought to run his 


siring of primary victories to six by 
beating President Ford in Nebraska 
and West Virginia, but a White House 
spokesman said Monday the Presi- 
dent was optimistic he would win the 
nomination.

And Idaho's Frank Church makes 


his debut Tuesday in Nebraska as a 
\\estcni states 
candidate 
for the 


Democratic nomination, beginning a 
late-starting campaign to head off 
Jimmy Carter's bandwagon. 


With the Nebraska and West Vir- 


ginia 
Democratic 
and Republican 


elections Tuesday, the primary season 
passes the halfway mark. Connecticut 
has a Democrats-only primary. 


There were 107 Democratic and 53 


Republican delegates at stake. Re- 
publicans will pick 25 in Nebraska 
and 28 in West Virginia. Democrats 
will choose 51 in Connecticut, 33 in 


West Virginia and 23 in Nebraska. 


GOING INTO Tuesday's primaries, 


Reagan led Ford 408-318 in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates, with 313 un- 
committed. But that reservoir of. un- 
committeds includes well over 200 
from New York and Pennsylvania 
that Ford can count on. 


Carter is far out front among Demo- 


crats with 572 delegates. He is follow- 
ed by Henry Jackson, 198; Morris 
Udall, 189; and George Wallace, 138. 
There are 258 uncommitted Demo- 
cratic delegates and.about 200 pledged 
to other candidates. 


All indications pointed to two more 


close Ford-Reagan show-downs in Ne- 
braska, a conservative 
farm belt 


state, and border state West Virginia. 


FORD HELD comfortable leads in 


both states before Reagan, the con- 
servative crusader from California, 
scored a shutout in Texas and swept 
Indiana, Georgia and Alabama in the 


camp to begin preparation June 8 for 
the Montreal Olympics. Dean Smith of 
the University of North Carolina will 
serve as the head coach of the U.S. 
team. He will be assisted by John 
Thompson of Georgetown University 
and Bill Guthridge of North Carolina. 


"We will have a tremendous group 


of basketball players in Raleigh," 
Smith said. "This country has so 
many good players. We don't have a 
Jabbar or a Walton. And we're not 
even sure about the status of In- 
diana's Kent Benson.

Police awarded 
wage increases 
in two-year pact 


Mount Prospect police officers will 


receive a 7 per cent salary increase in 
1976-77 and a fa per cent raise in 1977- 
78. according to terms of a two-year 
contract released Monday. 


Village Mgr Robert J. Eppley said 


this is the first time since the Com- 
bined Counties Police Assn. started 
representing the police in 1972 that a 
two-year contract governing wages 
and fringe benefits has been nego- 
tiated between the CCPA and the vil- 
lage board. Eppley was authorized to 
disclose 
contract 
terms 
by Jack 


Gniot, president of the local union and 
member of the village police negotiat- 
ing loam, who was on duty Monday 
afternoon. 


Under terms of the contract, a 


starting police otficer will earn SI 1.700 
this year, compared to 510,960 a year 
ago. 


OTHER TERMS of the 
contract, 


soon to be signed by both parties, in- 
clude an additional SI50 annually in 
longevity pay. effective during the sec 
ond year of the contract and a pay 
increase for active officers on duty 
during holidays. Officers working holi- 
days will receive double tune and a 
half, compared to double time they 
now receive. 


Union dues will not be deducted 


from police paychecks as they had re- 
quested in their original proposal. 


Personal days off for police will re- 


main unchanged at four annually. 


Starting in 1977-78, the longevity pay 


plan will be as follows: $350 per year 
for live through nine years of contin- 
uous service; $450 for 10 through 14 
years; $550 for 15 through 19 years: 
and $650 for 20 or more years. 


ALL RAISES are retroactive 
to 


May 1. 


Other nonunion village employes, ex- 


cept firefighters, 
will receive the 


same percentage increases in wages, 
longevity and fringe benefits as the 
police. 


'In resuming negotiations with fire- 


fighters, the village has offered them 
a contract similar to the one police 
agreed to. Lonnie Jackson, member of 
the 
firefighers' 
negotiating 
team, 


however, said firefighters are dis- 
pleased with the terms. The village 
has rejected one counter proposal by 


firefighters and has given them until 
May 18 to accept the pay package or 
settle for the original 6 per cent in- 
crease approved last month by the 
village board. 


AS A RESULT of the police settle- 


ment, the village board will have to 
adjust the newly adopted budget to re- 
flect the salary increases. Eppley said 
the difference between the 6 per cent, 
already approved and what now will 
be needed for employes' salaries 
could amount to $36,000. 


Edward Geick. village personnel di- 


rector and member of the village 
negotiating team said. "This is the 
best contract we've ever written." 


Eppley said he was grateful for the 


stability offered by a two-year con- 
tract and he believes the village wage 
team did an excellent job. 


"It greatly assists us in proper fi- 


nancial planning,'* he said, "and in 
knowing where we are going for two 
consecutive years."

Dist. 214 accepts teacher contract 


An agreement in teacher contract 


negotiations was accepted Monday by 
unanimous vole of the High School 
Dist. 214 Board of Education. 


Teachers, represented at the bar- 


gaining table by the Dist. 214 Educa- 
tion Assn., voted on the contract Fri- 
day, but the counting of the votes had 
•been postponed until today. Teachers 
and the board must accept the agree- 
ment before it can take effect. If 
teachers reject the agreement, the 
contract goes back to the bargaining 
table. 


The two-year agreement, 
which 


would take effect in August, calls for 
a 7 per cent increase in base salary 
the first year, from $10,140 to $10,850. 
In the second year, the base pay 
would be raised equal to the per- 
centage increase in the cost of living 
in the Chicago area during 1976. 


UNDER THE PACT, the teachers 


also receive an annual step raise for 
an additional year of experience. The 
amount of the raise varies at different 
points on the salary schedule. The av- 
erage step raise is now about 4 per 
cent, which would make the total pay 
raise for the average teacher about 11 
per cent next year. 


Other provisions in the proposed 


contract include: 


• An increase in medical coverage, 


including emergency room coverage 
and diagnostic, accident and matern- 
ity coverage. 


• Elimination of some non-academ- 


ic assignments of teachers. 


• A provision to freeze a teacher's 


salary if an evaluation shows his per- 
formance has been unsatisfactory. 


• An increase in extra duty pay, su- 


pervisor assignment pay and summer 
school pay. 


• The formation of a committee to 


recommend procedures for reducing 
staff as enrollment declines. The com- 
mittee would report to the board by 
Feb. 1, 1977. 


• An early retirement incentive

'Payment plan? for special 
group gets parks approval 


The Mount Prospect Park District 


Board 
Monday night unanimously 


adopted a resolution to pay its $6,000 
contribution to the North West Special 
Recreation Assn. in two three-month 
installments so as not to jeopardize 
summer programs for the emotionally 
and physically handicapped. 


Park Board Pros. Robert Jackson 


said the park district will fund the 
program for six months then review 
them to see if additional funding is 
necessary. 


The association, a cooperative of 13 


Northwest suburban park districts, 
had originally asked Mount Prospect 
for an $11,700 appropriation based on 
total assessed valuation. Mount Pros- 
pect, however, was the only park dis- 
trict member refusing to provide 
funds the association requested. 


IN APRIL, the board voted to ap- 


propriate $6,000 over 12 months rather 
than levy additional taxes on park dis- 
trict residents for the additional funds 
needed. 


Last year, Mount Prospect allo- 


cated the $4,500 requested by the asso- 
ciation for funding programs. Associ- 
ation board Chairman David Phillips 
has said this year's requests were 
substantially higher because the asso- 
ciation was losing its township fund- 
ing. Wheeling, Palatine, Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg townships agreed 
only to provide "seed" money to get 
the association on its feet when it be- 
gan operating in January 1974. 


A delegation of parents approached 


the board after Phillips said there 
was "no alternative" other than to ex- 
pel the district from the association 
if it refused to allocate the necessary 
funds. The park board then revised its 
position and said it would make the 
first money available in time to help 
fund the summer programs. If the as- 
sociation accepts the proposal, the 
first $3,000 installment will be paid 
June 1 and the second $3,000 in- 
stallment would be made Sept. 1. The 
association is expected to vote on the 
proposal Wednesday at 1:30 p.m. at 
the Olympic Pool, 660 N. Ridge, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


' 'We've living up to our obligation of 


$6,000 we have already 
budgeted," 


Jackson said. "We, as a board, feel 
strongly that unless they have the 
money now, we know the summer 
programs will be in jeopardy. But in 
no way are we committed beyond this 
($6,000)." 


JACKSON SAID by contributing on 


an installment schedule "it would give 
us time to work things out" with the 
association. Though it has been oper- 
ating in the black for about nine 


months, the association apparently 
was faced with deficit spending in the 
early months of its existence. Jackson 
said he is greatly concerned with its 
budgeting methods. 


"Our argument," he said, "is with 


the ability of the organization to come 
in next year and ask for an arbitrary 
figure, or throw us out. And it would 
be foolish on both parts if we are 
thrown out." 


Park board members have said 


they support the association. Board 
member Richard Coleman said Mount 
Prospect contributes 15 per cent of 
the money which comprises its total 
annual funding. 


When asked what would happen if 


the park district is expelled from the 
association, Jackson said, "We could 
join other districts or offer our own 
programs. In no way should we aban- 
don the programs needed. It's our in- 
tention to make the programs work. 
But they're not going to throw us 
out." 


About 60 to 70 handicapped 
park 


district residents, ranging from pre- 
schoolers to age 21, now participate in 
association programs. 


Kathleen McMahon, one of about 40 


parents at Monday's meeting, said 
"I'm satisfied they'll fund us through 
the summer. But I hope come Decem- 
ber, we're not battling again." 
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
